“Double Sessions’’ 


System 


And Asks Aid of Council 


Committee Named to Ap- 
pear Before Finance Com- 
mittee and Urge Necessity 
of Immediate Relief for 
Teachers and Children. 


REDUCTION OF NUMBER 
OF CHILDREN TO CLASS 
SUSTAINED BY BOARD 


The Atlanta Federation of 
Trades Attacks “Double 
Sessions” and Asks That 
Funds Be Provided to Se- 
cure Temporary Quarters. 


After consideration of every phase, of 
the system, Atlanta’s board of education, 
Thursday afternoon, unequivocally put 
itself on record as being positively op- 
posed to the double-session system, and 
unanimously voted in favor of Alder- 
man Jesse Armistead’s resolution ask- 
ing that council appropriate suffi- 
cient *‘unds to end the dangerous sys- 
tem. 

Three members of the board will ap- 
pear before the finance committee of 
council and demand the funds which 
will enable Superintendent Slaton to 
rescue more than 1,500 school children 
@nd forty-seven teachers from the 
“double-session” evil.

$19,000 
NEEDED. 


They will show thefinance commit- 
tee that the health of 1,500 children and 
forty-seven teachers hangsin the bal- 
ance, and the future usefulness and ef- 
ficiency of the educational system is 
being menaced. 

The committee will submit an esti- 
mate showing that the board needs 
$19,000 to abolish the double sessions, 
and will urge that council provide the 
money. 

The school board adopted a policy of 
progressive administration during the 
early part of the year. One of its most 
notable reforms was limiting the num- 
ber of pupils to one grade to forty- 
five. Members of the board are in uni- 
son in declaring that the policy will 
not be changed. It is working’ mar- 
velously, according to teachers. Noth- 
ing’ can now persuade the board to 
abolish the reformation. 

But the board is determined not to 
tolerate “double sessions.” The sys- 
tem was adopted out of sheer necessi- 
ty after the board vainly endeavored to 
get council to supply enough money to 
employ additional teachers and class- 
rooms. Thursday every member op- 
posed the plan, which has proven not 
only unpopular, but an admitted fail- 
ure. 


CONDEMN 
SYSTEM. 


Hare is how some of the members of 
the board view the “double sessions.” 

“We are already’ receiving lots of 
compiaints from teachers about the 
double sessions, and they are all justi- 
fiable. They should not be tolerated 
for a minute. It’s a cruel and inhu- 
man scheme.’’—Jesse Armistead, alder- 
man. 

“I don't believe this board should tol- 
erate the sessions any longer. We were 
forced to adopt the session as a last 
resort. Council must find the money 
to relieve the board.”—Chairman 
George M. Hope. 

“We cannot expect the best in our 
teachers when we demand double duty 
of them. It’s a shame to expect it, no 
matter how efficient the teacher might 
be.”"—-Commissioner Terrell. 

“Council can end the system if it so 
desires. The board must let the people 
know how it stands on the question of 
double sessions, 
doing it is to go after the money and 
get it.”"—Commissioner Green. 

“I don’t think we should give the 
high school every teacher asked for, 
while forty-seven grades are holding 
double sessions.’-—Commissioner Key. 

“Our entire system of education is 
menaced by these double sessions. The 
board must progress or stand still. I 
would rather resign than admit the 
board to be helpless. We must get 
action.”—Commissioner Guinn. 


COUNCIL 
WARNED. 


The minutes of the board show that 
last year a committee representing the 
board appeared before the general 
council and made a statement to the 
effect that there would be an increase 
of about 2,000 pupils this session. 

The board was not far wrong. But 
despite the statement and the warning 
that unless the board was given more 
money the educational s-stem would 
be crippled, council ignored the plea. 
This foreed the board to abandon sev- 
eral progressive plans, and the “dou- 
ble session” scheme was made a ne- 
ecessity in order that all the children 
who applied for admission could be 
taken in the schools. The. board tried 
the double sessions as an experiment.

Official Washington does not expect 
the American troops to depart from 
Vera Cruz until the controversy has 
been adjusted, although it was offi- 
cially stated at the white house that 


the president had not altered his in- 
tention of withdrawing the forces. It 
was pointed out, however, that as no 
date ever had been fixed for the evac- 
uation, the matter would be held in

Official. dispatches today revealed 
that the Brazilian minister and Ameri- 
can Consul Silliman were in  confer- 
ence with General Carranza, while 
George ©. Carothers, American con- 
sular agent, was awaiting the arrival 
at Jaurez of General Obregon, with 
whom -he expected to discuss the sit- 
uation and later confer with Villa. 

General Carranza informed the Amer- 
ican consular representatives that he 
would not attack Villa but would or- 
der his forces to remain on the de- 
fensive. It was not believed that Gen- 
eral Villa would take the offensive for 
the present and many officials believ- 
ed the efforts of General Pablo Gon- 
zales to act as peacemaker might not 
be fruitless. Gonzales was the prin- 
eipal factor in drawing Carranza and 
Villa together after their first break 
which was adjusted by the agreement 
of Torreon. 

Statement For Carrantza. 

Rafael Zubaran, head of the local 
constitutionalist agency, tonight issued 
the following statement:

WILSON RECEIVES 
UUTTON GROWERS 


President Realizes Acute- 
ness of Situation and Prom- 
ises to Consider Govern- 
ment Loan. 


Washington, September 24.—Presi- 
dent Wilson today assured a large dele- 
gation of southern farmers and con- 
gressmen that he realized fully the 
acuteness of the cotton situation, owing 
to the lack of demand for the staple 
due to the European war, and promised 
to take under consideration a sugges- 
tion for a government loan. 

The president pointed out, however, 
that extreme care should be taken not 
to put into operation any unsound eco- 
nomic policy that might embarrass the 
government in the future. 

C. S. Barrett, of Georgia, president of 
the National Farmers’ union, headed 
the delegation and appealed to the 
president to give his support to the bill 
introduced in the house by Represen- 
tative Henry providing for direct gov- 
ernment loans to cotton growers. 

“I need not say that the gravity of 
the situation is very manifest,” Mr. 
Wilson said, “and I want you to know 
that I have been giving a great deal 
of attention to it, with the earnest de- 
sire to see some way by which the dif- 
ficulties could be solved without com- 
mitting the government in principle to 
any action which would plague us in 
the future, because the danger, gentle- 
men, of the present situation is that 
under the pressure of what appears to 
be necessary we should make some 
radical departure from sound economic 
practice which in the future years we 
would very much regret. We have got 
to make sacrifices, not to make funda- 
mental mistakes. | 

“Now, I am not thereby implying a 
judgment as to any specific proposi- 
tion, but I feel bound myself to guard 
against impulses when impulses are so 
strong; just as I feel it so necessary 
for us in an international situation to 
guard every impulse and see that we 
do not make any mistakes which fu- 
ture generations .will have the just 
cause to blame us for. But I want 
you to know how sincerely I appreciate 
the gravity of the situation, and how 
entirely willing I am to consider any- 
thing that is laid before me by way of 
a practicable suggestion.”

Americus Ga., September 24.—(Spe- 
cial.)—A story of a highly sensational 
nature was told here this afternoon of 


the alleged attempted abduction of ‘Miss 


Willie Williams, the attractive ste- 
nographer of a local medicine company, 
who was found by the manager bound 
and gagged in a stairway closet of the 
company’s office. 

The alleged assault was made yes- 
terday evening while Miss Williams 
was alone in the office and was kept 
a profound secret for the time in ex- 
pectation of catching the two men al- 
leged to have attacked and bound the 
young woman and who told her, she 
asserts, that they would return at mid- 
night and carry her away. 

When Miss Williams was missed a 
search was instituted, and she was 
found, securely bound hand and foot 
and effectually. gagged, lying upon a 
tounge in the stairway closet. She had 
not been harmed otherwise. She de- 
scribed her alleged assailants as a 
white man and a negro, both unknown 
to her. 

Armed citizens and officers kept 
watch upon the building of the medi- 
cine company until after midnight this 
morning, but the alleged kidnapers did 
not return. 

The affair is completely surrounded 
by mystery and there are numerous con- 
jectures covering it. 4 

Miss Williams is about 19 years old 
and member of a well-known family 
here.

PROGRESS OF THE ALLIES 


SLOW BUT CONTINUOUS 


iGerman Heavy Artillery 
Fails to Daunt the British 
Troops--Losses of Germans 
Very Heavy—Germans Ac- 
cused of Putting Prisoners 
in Front of Battle Line. 


London, September 24.—The official 
press bureau tonight issued a report 
from Field Marshal Sir John French's 
headquarters, supplementing the dis- 
patch of September 22 on British 
operations in France. The text fol- 
lows: 

“The enemy is still maintaining 
himself along the whole front, and to 
do so is throwing into the fight units 
from different formations, the active 
army, reserve and Landwehr, as is 
shown by the uniforms of prisoners 
captured. f 

“Our SE OF although slow, . in 
certain directions has been continu- 
ous, but the present battle may well 
last for some days more before a. de- 
cision is reached, since it now ap- 
proximates somewhat to siege war- 
fare. 

“The Germans are making use of 
searchlights. This fact, coupled with 
their great strength in heavy artil- 
lery, leads to the supposition that they 
are employing material which may 
have been collected for the siege of 
Paris.

London, September 24.—A Petrograd 
dispatch forwarded to London by the 
Rome correspondent of the Central 
News agency, says that the Russian ad- 
vance guards already have arrived be- 
fore the Austrian fortress of Cracow. 

A dispatch to The Express from Cra- 
cow says the. Russian successes in 
Galicia are due partly to the refusal 
of the Austrian Poles to fight against 
the Rus&sidns. “Great quantities of 
arms and ammunition, the dispatch 
says, were voluntarily handed over to 
the Russians by Austrian-Polish regi- 
ments. 

London, September 24.—(10:35 a. m.) 
The Russian troops occupying Seniawa, 
free miles north-northeast .of Jaroslau, 
| regen the Petrograd correspondent of 
the Reuters Telegram company, found 
that the town: had been’ sacked by the 
Austrians. A large number of Aus- 
trian soldiers were captured. 

No Junction Possible. 

All possibility of the Austro-German 
forces near Przemysl effecting a 
junction with other armies farther 
west now has been excluded, as the 
Russians have reached the river Wis- 
lok,” says a Petrograd dispatch to The 
Morning Post. Thée message continu 

“To the south of Przemysl the Rus- 
sian operations.are being directed with 
a view to the capture of Khyruv, 4 
junction station 20 miles south of 
Przemysl, which will completely cut 
off the Austrians’ last Galician forces 
and give the Russians command of all 
routes toward Cracow and the lines 
passing into Hungary. 

“The position now held indicates the 
rolling up of the Austrian forces right 
up to Cracow, It. is believed here now 
that the investment of Przemysl has 
been practically completed, and that 
another week’ will bring zews of the 
final crushing of the Austro-German 
forces.” 

JAROSLAU STORMED 


BY THE RUSSIANS. 

Petrograd, September 23.—(Via Par- 
is.)—An official communication issued 
by the general staff today says: 

“On September 21, the Russian 
troops took by storm the fortification 
of Jaroslau, on the right bank of the 
river San. They took twenty cannon, 
even though the enemy offered heavy 
resistance and blew up the bridge over 
the San. Two days previously the Rus- 
sians had occupied Staromiasto, 
Przewersk and Lancut (to the north 
and west of Jaroslau). 

“The Russian cavalry

900 DEAD BURIED 


IN SINGLE TRENCH. 

After the fight 900.dead were buried 
in a single trench 6 feet deep, Ger- 
mans being placed at one end and 
French at the -other. 

Further to the east, near Berry-au- 
Bac, on the Aisne, north of Rheims, 
there appears to be concentrated a 
large German force occupying strong 
entrenchments, from which it is diffi- 
cult to dislodge them. The fighting 
there has been of.a.desultory charac- 
ter, with, however, slight advantage in 
favor of the allies. The men of both 
armies in this vicinity seem to be 
enjoying their rest. 

On the eastern wing the Germans 
are throwing enormous masses of men 
against the French troops protecting 
the line of defensive forts above Ver- 
dun, but up to the present their ef- 
forts, although costing immense sacri- 
fices, have been vain, and the French 
line remains intact.

In the afternoon the official report 
stated that the Allies have advanced 
considerably along their western wing, 
occupying the town of Peronne, despite 
desperate resistance. At the eastern 
end of the battle line in France there 
has been heavy fighting on the river 
Meuse. 

The report says: 

“First—On our left wing, between the 
Somme and the river Oise, our 
troops have advanced in the direction of 
Roye. A detachment occupied Peronne 
and held this position in spite of a 
spirited attack on the part of the ene- 
my. Between the river Oise and the

Heavy Guns Playing Big Part 
In Great Battle of the Aisne; 
Continuous Hurling of Shells 


London, September 24.—Heavy artil- 
lery continues to Play a,leading part 
in the battle of the Aisne, which has 
been in progress nearly a fortnight. 
The opposing forces continue to ham- 
mer away at each other from their 
well entrenched and strongly fortified 
positions with the greatest stubborn- 
ness, but without decision. 

Almost without a lull great shells 
are being hurled across the rivers, val- 
leys and plains stretching from the 
river Oise, in the west, to the Meuse, 
in the east, and thence southward along 
the whole Franco-German border, 
while the lighter guns play on the in- 
fantry lying in the trenches awaiting 
an opportunity to deliver attacks and 
counter attacks, with, as the French 
official communication says, “alternate 
retirement on certain points and ad- 
vance on others.” 

French Left Makes Progress. 

The battle line has stretched out 
farther westward, the French left wing 
having made some progress in the di- 
rection of Noye, northwest of Noyon. 
The latter place a few days ago was 
the allies’ extreme left. A detachment 
has occupied Peronne, still further 
north. . , 

A report from German headquarters, 
dated September 23, says, however, that 
the efforts of the French to encircle 
the German right have had no result. 

The French also claim to have made 
an advance northwest of Berry-au-Bac, 
which is about the point where the 
German line crosses the Aisne, contin- 
uing southeast to Brimont, which has 
been the center of many vigorous at- 
tacks. 

Along the rest of the line, although 
there have been fierce engagements in 
which both sides claim victory, the 
situation is unchanged except that, ac- 
cording to German reports, the Ger- 
man troops have recaptured Varennes, 
department of Meuse, which the French 
took a few days ago. 

The French account of the battle 
compares it with Mukden. In the 
latter case the tide of battle was 
turned by the arrival on the Russian 
right of Nogi’s army from Port Ar- 
thur, and the Russian left also was 
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patkin withdrew the great bulk of his 
army northward, leaving the rear 
uard to fall into the hands of the 
apanese. 

Russians Surround Przemysl. 


The Austrian general staff denies 
reports of Russian victories and the 
defeat of General Dankl’s army. The 
Austrian forces, the report says, “have 
been concentrated in a new position 
for several days, but have waited in 
vain for any serious Russian attack.” 

From other. sources, however, it is 
reported that the Russians have sur- 
rounded Przemysl and are between 
that fortress and Cracow. 

It may be some days before another 
big battle is fought here, as one Aus- 
trian army is behind the forts of 
Przemysl and the other is making its 
way to the remaining fortress of Cra- 
cow, while the Russians are taking the 
smaller towns in Galicia under their 
wing. 

A report, which latks official con- 
firmation, says that General Rennen- 
kampf, who withdrew over the East 
Prussian frontier when German rein- 
forcements arrived, has received more 
men and again has taken the of- 
fensive and compelled the Germans to 
withdraw. 

It is considered probable that the 
fall of Jaroslau and the isolation of 
Przemysl has compelled the Germans 
to look more closely to the protection 
of their line from Thorn to Kalicz, 
which guards Posen, as the Russians 
now are able to release a large num- 
ber of men for the invasion of that 
part of Germany. ; 

Servians Before Sarajevo. 


The Servians and Montenegrins are 
before Sarajevo, capital of Bosnia, 
flushed with victory and er ag se to 
take this latest acquisition of the dual 
monarchy, the possession of which by 
Austria has been such a thorn in the 
side of the southern Slavs.

tion after the operations of the 18th, 
19th and 20th cannot be summarized 
better than expressed recently by a 
neighboring French commander to his 
corps: ‘Having repulsed repeated and 
violent counter attacks made by the 
enemy, we have a feeling that we 
have been victorious.’ 

“So far as the British are concern- 
ed the course of events during these 
three days can be described in a few 
words. During the 18th artillery fire 
was kept up intermittently by both 
sides during daylight. At night the 
Germans counter-attacked, but the 
strokes were not delivered with great 
vigor and ceased about 2 a. m. 

One German Line Cut. 

‘During the day’s fighting an air- 
craft gun of the third army corps 
brought down a German aeroplane. 
News was received also that a body 
of French cavalry had demolished 
part of the railway to the north, cut- 


ting at least temporarily one line of 
communication of particular import- 
ance to the enemy. 

“On Saturday, the 19th, the bom- 
bardment was resumed by the Ger- 
mans at an early hour and continued 
intermittently under reply from our 
own guns. Some of their infantry 
advanced, apparently to attack, but 
on coming under fire they retired. 
Otherwise the day was uneventful ex- 
cept for the activity of the artillery. 

“We brought down another hostile 
aeroplane and one of our fliers drop- 
ped several bombs over the German 
line, one falling with considerable ef- 
fect on a transpert park near La Fere. 
There was a strong wind, accom- 
panied by a driving rain, which ‘mili- 
tated against the aerial reconnais- 
sance. 

“On Sunday, the 20th, nothing of

ANCHORS AT FALMOUTH 


Surgeons and Nurses Will Go 
to German, British, French 
Russian, Austrian Armies.

Falmouth, England, September 24.— 
Three days of rough weather failed to 
damped the enthuiasm of the American 
surgeons and nurses on the American 
hospital s ip Red Cross, which dropped 
anchor hefe today after a twelve days’ 
voyage from New York. Nurses in 
gray uniforms, their white caps bear- 
ing red crosses, and surgeons in khaki 
lined the rails of the Red Cross to an- 
swer the salute of British boats and 
cheer Rear Admiral Aaron Ward, U. 
S. N., retired, who has assumed direc- 
tion of the party which soon will be- 
gin service in the war zone, as he came 
aboard. 

Members of the hospital party im- 
mediately were granted shore liberty 
as the Red Cross will remain here sev- 
eral days pending completion of plans 
“SP a aaa the various units into the 

eld. 

The destination of the sixty nurses 
and surgeons which have been as- 
signed to the, British army has not 
yet been determined. The Russian 
unit will leave September 30 for Rus- 
sia via Bergen and Stockholm. The Red 
Cross itself will sail September 30 for 
Pauillac, France, where the French 
contingent will be landed, and from 
Pauillac to Rotterdam, where the Ger- 
man and Austrian units will be disem- 
barked about October 10. Since it is 
impossible to d the Austrian unti 
at Trieste, as requested by the dual 
‘monarchy, the party will proceed to 
Vienna via Rotterdam and Berlin. 

Belgium h declined the services of 
nurses and surgeons, but has accepted 
gratefully medical supplies, forty tons 
of which will be sent from Rotterdam 
to any Belgian city designated. Two 
units, each consisting of three surgeons 
and twelve nurses, will be sent with 
each of the Solow ing armies Ger- 
man, British, French, Russian and Aus- 
trian. One unit already has been sent 
to Saloniki on a merchant ship to the 
Servian army. Each unit carries about 
twenty tons of medical supplies of a 
sort especially requested by the army 
medical. officers of the country to 
which it is assigned.

“The offensive against one or two 
points was renewed at dusk with no 
greater success. The brunt of the re- 
sistance has naturally fallen upon the 
infantry. In spite of the fact that 
they have been drenched to the skin 
for some days and their trenches 
have been deep in mud and water, and 
in spite of the incessant night alarms 
and the almost continuous bombard- 
ment to which, they have been sub- 
jected, they have on every occasion 
been ready for the enemy’s infantry, 
and have beaten them back with great 
loss. Indeed, the sight of the troops 
coming up hag been a positive relief 
after long, trying hours of inaction 
under shell fire. 

Germans Try to Scare. 

“The object of the great propor- 
tion of artillery the Germans employ 
is to beat down the resistance of their 
enemy by concentrated and _ prolonged 
fire, to shatter their nerve with high 
explosives before the infantry attack 
is launched. They seém to have re- 
lied on doing this with us, but they 
have not done so, though it has taken 
them several costly experiments to 
discover this fact. 

“From statements from prisoners it 
appears that they have been greatly 
disappointed by the moral effect pro- 
duced by their heavy guns. The Ger- 
man artillery fire is excellent, but the 
British soldier is a difficult person to 
depress, even by immense shells filled 
with a high explosive, which detonate 
with terrific violence and form craters 
large enough to act as graves for five 
horses. 

“The German 
from eight to nine 
and on impact they send up columns 
of greasy black smoke. On account of 
this they are dubbed ‘coal boxes,’ ‘black 
marias’ or ‘Jack Johnsons’ by the sol- 
diers. 

“Men who take things in this spirit 
are, it seems, likely to throw out the 
calcudations based on the loss of mor- 
ale Carefully framed by the Ger- 
man itary philosophers. 

“A eonsiderable amount of informa- 
tion has been gleaned from the pris- 
oners, It has been gathered that our 
bombardment on the 15th produced a 
great impression. The opinion is also 
reported that our infantry makes such 
good use of the ground that the Ger- 
man companies are decimated by our 
rifle fire before the British soldier can 
be seen. 

Germans Confess Failure. 

“From an official diary captured by 
the first army corps, it appears that 
one German corps contains an extra- 
ordinary mixture of units. If the com- 
position of the other corps is similar, 
it may be assumed that the. present 
efficiency of the enemy’s forces is in 
no way comparable with what it was 
when the war commenced. 

“The losses in officers are noted as 
having been especially severe. A _ bri- 
gade is stated to be commanded by a 
major; some companies of footguards 
by one-year volunteers, while after the 
battle of Montmirail one regiment lost 
55 out of 60 officers. 

“The prisoners recently captured ap- 
preciate the fact that the march on

Committee Will Meet Here 2 00, 000 Bales of Cotton 


Today to Work Out Details 
of “Lee County Plan.” 


Charles J. Haden, president of the 
Georgia Chamber of Commerce, re- 
*=rned from Macon last night and was 
highly pleased with the success of the 
meeting of the chamber there. 

Mr. Haden expresses confidence in 
the “Lee county plan,” as introduced at 
the meeting, for the curtailment of the 
cotton crop. <A special committee will 
meet today in Atlanta to work out the 
details of the organization, which, in 
general, is as follows: 

The cotton-growers of each county 
are to organize and incorporate them- 
selves, pledging themselves not to grow 
more than ten acres of cotton to the 
plow. The pledge becomes binding 
when 75 per cent of the plows in the 
county have been entered in the agree- 
ment. 

The county organization is to be 
governed by a board of directors se- 
lected one from each militia district, 
which board shall elect its own chair- 
man. It shall be the duty of each dik 
rector to see that the argreement of 
the organization is enforced in his mil- 
itia district. Members of the corpora- 
tion can be enjoined from planting 
more than ten acres to the plow. This 
feature was indorsed by the chamber 
because it eliminates the necessity of 
fines for enforcement of the agreement. 

The state organization will he gov- 
erned by an executive committee con- 
sisting of the chairman of the county 
boards of directors. 

The size of the crop may be changed 
at any time by the will of the mem- 
bers of the organization, each mem- 
ber voting in his own county organi- 
zation, the will of which organization 
shall serve as instructions for the vote 
of the county’s director in a ballot of 
the state executive committee. 

Any state having 75 per cent of its 
plows signed to such an agreement 
will be eligible to a proposed national 
organization.

movement, £larence H. Mackay, presi- 
dent of the Postal Telegraph-Cable 
company, has authorized General Di- 
vision Superintendent G. H. Usher, of 
the southern division of the company, 
to buy twenty bales of cotton in twenty 
towns throughout the cotton belt, at 
10 cents per pound. 

An order for a bale for Atlanta has 
been placed with H. Y. McCord, of the 
chamber of commerce. 

More business houses and big com- 
panies in all parts of the country are 
daily buying cotton. Among other

Baltimore Proposition.

“Seventh: Gonzales suggests that if 
Villa’s action is inspired by elevation 
to power of persons whom Villa op- 
poses, a settlement probably can be ar- 
ranged, if Villa will present. the 
grounds of his objection.” 

Gonzales then adds: 

“Bighth: I believe in grand national 
roblems, not in personalities and I 
elieve there yet is time for the coun- 
try to encounter in you a true factor 
of benefit, not an element of discord. 
I appeal to your patriotism by asking 
you to remember that the entire con- 
stitutionalist army should be undivisi- 
ble and ever ready to sustain the na- 
tion’s honor.”

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ANTI-TRUST MEASURE 
INDORSED BY WILSON 


Washington, September 24.—Presi- 
dent Wilson let it be known today that 
he indorsed the Clayton anti-frust bill 
as agreed to in’ the conference report, 
which probably will be taken up to- 
morrow for disposition in the senate. 
The president, it became known, does 
not agree with some opponents of the 
report that the conferees “took the 
teeth out of the bill,” and regards it as 
a measure that will respond adequately 
to the demand for regulation of mo- 
by ee in suplementing the Sherman 


act. 

Administration leaders tonight were 
agreed that the president’s approval 
of the bill would go a long way toward 
limiting opposition to the conference 
report. Republicans, led by Senators 
Nelson and Clark, of Wyoming, will be 
aided in their opposition by Senator 
Reed, democratic member of the judi- 
ciary committee, who insists that the 
conferees erred in striking some spe- 
cific penalties from the bill in the sec- 
tions to prohibit price discrimination 
and exclusive contracts. He also de- 
cries the action of the committee in 
killing his amendment authorizing the 
courts to dispose of property of con- 
victed corporations. 

Democratic leaders do not expect the 
debate on the report of the senate to 
occupy more than two or three days, 
at the most.

Three published interviews in par- 
ticular have given the American gov- 
ernment offense, one by the Turkish 
ambassador, A. Rustem Bey; another 
by Sir Lionel Carden, British minister 
to Mexico, and a third attributed to 
Baron Von Schoen, formerly secre- 
tary of the German embassy at Tokio, 
but formally repudiated by him. 

Whether other interviews have been 
taken up officially have not been di- 
vulged. The Turkish ambassador, 
given an opportunity to withdraw his 
remarks, informed the president he 
did not care to change his views and 
would leave the United States soon on 
leave of absence. His interview com- 
pared lynchings in the United States 
and “water cures’ in the Philippines 
to acts the Turkish people had com- 
mitted in religious uprisings. 

An explanation of the remarks of 
Sir Lionel] Carden, who criticised 
President Wilson’s Mexican policy, is 
expeeted to be forwarded by the Brit- 
ish foreign office. 

Baron Von Schoen called on Acting 
Secretary Lancing, of the state de- 
partment, and personally repudiated 
an interview in which he was repre- 
sented as saying that war between the 
United States and Japan was inevit- 
able. The German secretary’s ‘expla- 
nation was accepted by ‘Mr. Lansing, 
who said.afterward that Baron Von 
Schoen mentioned it voluntarily while 
discussing other matters. 

The deduction official Washington 
has drawn from these occurrences is 
that President Wilson looks with em- 
phatic disfavor on the circulation of 
propaganda by the diplomatic repre- 
sentatives of any of the belligerents 
or. governments if that propaganda is 
calculated to play on the patriotism 
or feelings of the American people in 
a way that might involve the neu- 
trality of the United States.

GOLD POOL FORMED 


FOR $10,000,000 


United States Banks to| 


Raise Sum to Pay Foreign 
Debts in Cash—Banks in 
‘Atlanta and Savannah to 
Contribute. 


Washington September 24.—Final 
steps were taken today by the federal 
reserve board to aid the banks of the 
United States in raising a $100,000,000 
gold pool to meet the nation’s foreign 
obligations in cash. Assurances were 
received from bankers in Boston, New 
York, Philadelphia, Chicago and St. 
Louis that the major part of the fund 
will be subscribed by them on pledge of 
other cities to take a due proportion. 

Following the receipt of this word, 
the board sent out to the chief officers 
of the Clearing House associations in 
the reserve and central reserve cities 
circulars telling of the plan and set- 
ting forth the amount. each particular 
city has been assessed. It enclosed 
also the report made by the bankers’ 
committee which recommended the pool 
plan. 

*“The board,” the circular says “has 
carefully considered the committee's re- 
port and concurs in its conclusion and 
recommendations. The board is con- 
vinced of the necessity of an adequate 
plan of national co-operation to meet a 
situation which is of national dimen- 
sions, and it has no hesitation, there- 
fore, in giving its approval to the plan 
proposed by your committee, and rec- 
ommends your earnest co-operation. 

Far-Reaching Effect. 

“The board shares the committee's 
belief that the creation of a large gold 
fund at this juncture will have a far- 
reaching effect for good, and will prove 
an effective factor in restoring confi- 
dence, in bringing relief. tn protecting 
and strengthening the country’s credit 
and in facilitating the exportation of 
our products.” 

The bankers’ report recommended 
that the fund be handled by a resident 
committee in New York and suggested 
Albert H. Wiggin, William Woodward, 
J. & Alexander, Francis L. Hine, Ben- 
amin Strong, Jr., and F. A. Vanderlip. 
This committee, the board in turn, ap- 
proved. 

Each clearing house association is 
asked to appoint a committee of its own 
to secure the pledges for the quota to 
be raised from the national and state 
banks in its territory. In accord with 
the bankers’ recommendations, only 
$25,000,000 of the total is to be paid 
down at present, but the whole amount 
is to be pledged. To facilitate the 
transfer of gold or gold certificates to 
New York by contributing banks, they 
are to be permitted to deposit théir 
contributions with the nearest sub- 
treasury. The New York committee 
will have authority to call for install- 
ments of the total after the first 25 
per cent is paid. 

To Continue High Credit. 

The bankers’ committee had this to 
say in its report:

FUMES OF NITRIC ACID 


Acid Was Spilled in Jersey City 
Station During a Rush 
of Commuters. 


Jersey City, N, J., September 24.— 
Ten gallons of nitric acid, spilled from 
a carboy to the floor of the Erie 
railroad station during the cummuters 
rush hour today, gave off fumes which 
choked scores of persons to uncon- 
sciousness; made hundreds ill, stop- 
ped traffic on the Hudson tunnels for 
an hour and packed the station with 
thousands who verged on panic till a 
strong force of police quieted them. 

Not one of the throng sweeping 
through the station was touched by 
the acid as it bubbled and boiled over 
the stone flooring, giving off clouds 
of fumes. Two or three persons caol- 
lapsed immediately, but in most of the 
many cases of unconsciousness the 
poison acted as a slow agent. In some 
cases women were stricken in ferry 
boats half an hour after they had in- 
haled the fumes. In, perhaps forty in- 
stances persons into‘\wwhose lungs the 
fumes had not..bean inhaled for sev- 
eral minutes, suddpnly fell over un- 
conscious. 

Four men and women aboard ferry- 
boats on which were packed hundreds 
of hysterical passengers to all appear- 
ances became as dead. Their heart 
beats were no longer audible. Physi- 
cians revived them by artificial res- 
piration. 

Six persons were taken to hospitals. 
It was believed théy would recover. 
Three of this number were taken to 
New York hospitals from ferryboats 
upon their arrival there. One ferry- 
boat had aboard more than 200 per- 
sons made ill by the fumes. Most of 
these recovered within an hour or so.

London, September 24.—Despite the 
watchfulness of the German authori- 
ties, says a dispatch from Copenhagen 
to The London Evening News, posters 
proclaiming, “We want peace; down 
with the kaiser!” are appearing on the 
walls of buildings in Berlin.

MV'ADOO WHACKING

Secretary After State Banks 
as Well as National—He 


| Says Their Hoarding Is 


Hurtful to Business. 


Washington, September 24.—The anti- 
money-hoarding campaign launched by 
Secretary McAdoo against national 
particularly those which have 
crop-moving money, 
or which have taken out emergency 
currency, was broadened today to take 
in stdte institutions. Mr. McAdoo sent 
a telegram to superintendents of bank- 
ing in each state announcing the re- 
striction of credits by national banks 

nd the high interest rates charged 

ing for all available infor- 

mation regarding state banks and trust 

companies. He declared that if banks 

be persuaded to use resources 

intelligently the present situation will 
be greatly relieved. 

This was the secretary’s second move 
today, in the campaign. Earlier he 
made‘public a statement in which he 
announced that if the state of Ten- 
nessee continues to find bankers un- 
willing to renew a $1,400,000 loan, he 
himself will take up the task of find- 
ing banks who will make such a loan. 
It was understood that a list of banks 
which are piling up reserves or hoard- 
ing money will be made public tomor- 
row and that, as announced .last night, 
the practice will be kept up as long as 
there is occasion for it. 

After the State Banks. 

Mr. McAdoo’s telegram to the state 
banking superintendents follows: 

“Reports now being received by the 
comptroller of the currency from na- 
tional banks throughout the country 
indicate that a money scarcity is being 
occasioned in large measure because of 
the hoarding of funds by many national 
banks, which are carrying reserve, in 
some cases, two or three times as great 
as required by law, and also that 
credits are being restricted and exces- 
sive rates of interest are beine*charged 
to customers. There is at this time 
more currency in the country than at 
any time in its previous history, there 
having been issued through the treas- 
ury department since Agust 4 more 
than $300,000,000 of additional national] 
bank ourrency, which, together with 
the relaxation in Dusiness, should cre- 
ate an abundance of loanable funds. 
This department will withdraw gov- 
ernment deposits from banks found to 
and charging ex- 
cessive rates of interest, and will re- 
deposit them with banks whose funds 
are being loaned at reasonable rates 
to meet the legitimate demands of 
business and for moving the crops. 

“This department would like very 
much to have your co-operation in its 
efforts to remedy these unsatisfactory 
conditions, and respectfully asks if it 
would not be possible for you to secure 
from all state banks and trust compa- 
nies in your state statements which 
will show their cash reserves as of 
a recent date, the rates of interest 
which they are charging on existing 
loans, and the rates which they are de- 
manding for new accommodations, and 
give this department the benefit of the 
information disclosed by these reports 
It is confidently believed that if all 
banks can be persuaded to use their re- 
sources intelligently and  consider- 
ately and at reasonable rates of inter- 
est to meet the legitimate demands in 
their respective communities, the whole 
situation can be greatly relieved and 
business restored to a satisfactory, if 
not an entirely normal, basis. Kindly 
answer.” — 

Extraordinary Hoarding. 

Reports to the comptroller of the 
currency, Secretary McAdoo declared in 
a statement, indicated an extraordinary 


hoarding of money py banks through- 
out the country which he characteriz- 
ed as “indefensible.” It was his inten- 
tion, he announced, to call the atten- 
tion of the country to guilty banks, by 
issuing a daily list of those with ex- 
cessive reserves. 

In connection with the alleged re- 
fusal of national s to extend 
credits, Secretary McAdoo today issued 
this statement: 

“Senator Lea, of Tennessee, informs 
me that the state of Tennessee has 
$1,600,000 of short term notes maturing 
October ist; that the state desires to 
renew or extend $1,400,000 of these 
notes; that a commission representing 
the state has teen in New ork for 
sometime trying to effect this loan, 
but without success. 

“It is preposterous that one of the 
great states of the Union should find 
it impossfble to procure from the 
banks such a comparatively small 
amount of money. Senator Lea informs 
me that he was going to New York 
last night for e purpose of joining 
the commission In its efforts to secure 
the needed loan. 

‘Tf Senator Lea and his associates 
are unable to procure from banks in 
the city of New York or elsewhere to- 
day and upon reasonable terms the de- 
sired loan I will myself see if banks 
cannot be found to take up this loan 
for the state of Tennessee on the first 
of October, next, upon reasonable terms 
and at a reasonable rate of interest.”

THE NATIONS “SIT IN.”’ 


The man who is pessimistic regarding 
the prospects of peace in Europe at a com- 
paratively early date has missed the signifi- 
cance of the huge poker game in which all, 
or virtually all, the belligerent nations are 
beginning to participate, the United States 
being the dealer of the cards, or the super- 
visor of the game, if you prefer that title. 

It is known that upon several occasions 
President Wilson has tendered the good 
offices of this government looking toward 
mediation in Europe. 

If the issue had not been so. terribly 
tragic, the manner in which the various na- 
tions: have nibbled at tht bait would. pre- 
sent a certain species of humor. --At the 
“first dash out of the box” asseverations 
were violent and reiterated that never would 
the smallest or weakest of them, much less 
the stronger, even entertain proposals look- 
ing to peace. Until the respective enemy 
had been “crushed” there could be no talk 
of terms upon which hostilities would be 
suspended. 

The latest reply to the American over- 
tures, both from London and Berlin, indi- 
rectly by the way, present a curious and 
somewhat amusing change. The German 
chancellor has let it be known that he wants 
first to ascertain upon what basis the allies 
will discuss peace. Sir Edward Grey, British 
secretary of foreign affairs, took almost the 
identical stand when approached by the 
Ame2rican ambassador. 

In other words, developments justify us 
in assuming that each contending nation, 
being now fully aware of the tragic gravity 
of the war, is anxious to know what its op- 
ponent has up its sleeve; there has been no 
outright refusal, in so many words, to dis- 
cuss a basis of mediation; but one after an- 
other they bluff and fill and jockey to see 
which shall gain the advantage in the event 
that fighting is held up long enough to dis- 
cuss a settlement. ~- 

Germany does not want the onus or the 
humiliation of initiating peace negotiations, 
even through a friendly mediator. And 
England, which confessedly speaks for the 
allies, is equally averse to any policy that 
might be construed as confessing that the 
allies do not know how to let go the tail of 
the bull, so to speak. 

The mere fact that all the nations are 
secretly considering the tenders of the 
United States is distinctly encouraging. 
Nothing may come of it. The war may drag 
interminably. But at least the belligerents 
have reached that stage where they are 
stripped of illusions and face facts. That 
is progress.

Tribute to S. J. Coogler, 
City’s Probation Officer 


Under the title, “A Cop With Plenary 
Powers,” The American Magazine carries the 
following interesting story of S. J. Coogler, 
Atlanta’s probation officer: 


“The Lord,” we are told, “makes the 
wrath of man to praise Him,” which ex- 
plains S. J. Coogler, the Atlanta cop. 

It wasn’t Coogler’s wrath that started the 
thing, but another man’s. Coogler was on 
his way home one afternoon twenty years 
ago when he heard a woman's scream. He 
turned quickly in the direction of the 
Scream, and ei:tering a tenement room found 
a rough-looking individual standing over 
the crumpled form of a woman, his hand 
raised to strike. The blow was never deliv- 
ered. Coogler, who had not then acquired 
the policely dimensions of his later years, 
landed upon the assailant with one spring ; 
and rolled him on the floor. Before that 
fermented individual knew what had occur- 
red he was standing by Coogler’s side at the 
nearest patrol box. There at Jength con- 
sciousness’ returned to his misted mind with 
a rush. 

“Let me go, Mr. Officer,” he sobbed. “Let 
me go, and I swear ’fore God I'll never touch 
a drop again.” , 

Coogler’s hand never so much as hesi- 
tated in its progress toward the box; he 
had heard that plea, in almost those pre- 
cise words, too many times before. Just at 
that instant, when the key turned in the 
door, however, he felt a quick tug on his 
coat and turning found a sobbing little girl 
looking out of wet eyes into his. 

“Please, Mr. Policeman, don’t lock Papa 
up again.

Now _Coogler has little girls of his own: 
no little girl has ever tugged at his coat 
tail without getting exactly what she want- 
ed.

The little girl who cried that night is 
a mother now. Coogler showed me her pic- 
ture, taken in a family group. 

“See the fine-looking old feller holding 
the kid?” he asked me. “That’s the old man. 
Never missed a Friday night, and ain’t had 
a drink in twenty years.” » 

The “fine-looking old feller’ is one of 
scores. After Coogler discovered how well 
his system worked, he began letting some- 
body go almost every week, sneaking around 
into an alley to do it and holding his breath 
for fear somebody would find him out. He 
became the representative of the law in his 
district in all its majesty: policeman, judge, 
prosecutor and jury. 

“You're guilty of being a worthless loaf- 
er around here that ain’t~worked for six 
weeks,” he'd say to a young scapegrace. “I 
have -a mind to give you ten days. What’s 
that? You'll go to work tomorrow if I'll 
let you off? Not a bit of work you'll do. 
How’s that? You really mean it?—TI tell you 
what, young feller, I’ll give you a six weeks’ 
trial. Meet me every Thursday night at 8 
o'clock; as long as you work, all right; the 
minute you quit the job it’s sixty days for 
yours out at the stockade.” Coogler had 
discovered that he could make men reform 
by holding his club over their heads, better 
than by beating them with it. 

Two years ago Atlanta took him off the 
beat and gave him some rooms over a saloon 
down on Decatur street and made him a 
sort of city custodian of “bums.” If a citt- 
zen 18 approached by a panhandler he hands 
out a card with Coogler’s name and ad- 
dress on it. Coogler provides food and room 
and a job, if the man is worthy; a board 
bunk at the stockade if he is not. If the 
police judge finds a first offender who can’t 
be discharged but deserves another chance. 
Coogler is there to be a father to him until 
he gets on his feet again. 

He’s built on the regulation cop lines— 
square at the jaw and the toes of the shoes, 
rounding in between. But there’s a mixture 
of sympathy and force in his face that 
marks him a handler of men. The high- 
brows who visit his Haven for Bums occa- 
sionally claim that he is the inventor, pat- 
entee and first practical operator of adult 
probation in the country. 

But to the other crowd, the height of 
whose brows cannot be discerned because 
of the crust of dirt, he’s known affection- 
ately as Coogler the Cop. 


The Dumdum Myth. 


(From The Medical Record.) 

The German emperor recently sent a note 
to President Wilson complatning that the 
French an English were using dumdum 
bullets, a practice condemned by all civilized 
nations as inhuman. President Poincaire-| 
and Sir Edward Grey have officially and 
catagorically denied the charge, and there 
can be no doubt whatever that the emperor 
was mistaken. The allies: have made the 
Same accusation against Germans, and. of 
course, are equally mistaken. The explana- 
tion of the error on both sides is not far to 
seek. In an editorial comment on Colonel 
La Garde’s recent work on “Gunshot Inju- 
ries” in The Medical Record of May 2, we 
prophesied that there would be a return to 
inhumanity in the next war because of the 
use of the spitz bullet recently introduced 
by Germany and adopted by several other 
armies, that of Great Britain and the United 
States among them. This bullet is quite 
short, of conical shape, and tapers so gradu- 
ally that the center of gravity is thrown 
back near t®e base; consequently, in spite 
of its great initial velocity and flat pro- 
jectory, it has a tendency to turn sideways 
upon meeting any obstacle, although it will 
go through the soft parts making a small, 
clean-cut channel, and do little or no injury 
unless it hits a vital organ. In'the article 
6n “Gunshot Wounds” in the fourth volume 
of the Referenca Handbook of the Medical 
Sciences, Colonel La Garde says of this bul- 
let: 
turning at great velocity.the wounds it 
inflicts are very much lacerated and other- 
wise attended with destructive effects which 
are not unlike the wounds inflicted by dum- 
dum bullets. For this reason, the new point- 
ed bullet is a great disappointment to mili- 
tary surgeons. In experiments which we 
conducted two years ago, we found the re- 
sistance encountered in the hip-joint, chest, 
and abdomen of cadavers sufficient to cause 
the bullet to turn and the resulting wounds 
were like those of an expanding or metal- 
patch bullet. Colonel Roosevelt, in his ‘Afri- 
can Game Trails,’ refers to the wounds of 
the pointed bullet as having a _= slashing 
effect against large game. At 280 and again 
at 180 yards he brought down two bulls each 
with one shot, the bullet making ‘a terrific 
rending compared with the heavier ordinary 
shaped bullet of the same composition.’” 

In all probability these _§ spitz-bullet 
wounds have been mistaken for the explosive 
lesions of the dumdum bullets, and the accu- 
sation of the German emperor was therefore 
made in good faith, but in curious ignorance 
of the effects of the missiles used by his 
own army. Nevertheless the dumdum or a 
similar bullet has been occasionally used in 
this war, but by civilians. Bast Prussia, 
for instance, is a game country and the 
hunters there use the dumdum-type of bul- 
let in the chase. The Russian invaders of 
that country have been frequently attacked 
by “snipers” who used their hunting rifles 
loaded with dumdums. It is possible that 
the civilian hunters in eastern France did 
the same, and so an occasional dumdum may 
have been found in the bodies of the German 
wounded, but that the armies of any of the 
nations now at war are using this bullet 
is altogether improbable. They have no oc- 
casion to use it, for the spitz bullet is almost 
as destructive and its employment is gust as 
brutal.

‘The Efficiency of School System 


Says Major Guinn 


Editor Constitution: For several years it 


the system of public education in Atlanta 
was necessary tf the schools\ were to keep 
pace with the progress of tha city in other 
lines. Barly this yéar, after thorough con- 
sideration of the subject, the board of educa- 
tion determined to reform and reconstruct 
the entire system. 

The first steps in the preweam of devel- 
oping an efficient system of public schools 
have already been taken, with the result that 
todgy Atlanta has an entirely new course of 
study based on progressive ideag ‘in’ educa- 
tion. The course is comprehensive, and 


¥y having for its central aim the fitting of the 
children of this city to meet the actual prob- 
lems of life and to better discharge their 
duties and obligations as citizens. This the 
board of education believes to be the funda- 
mental object of all public education. 


Seven-Grade System. 


In order that the system might be main- 
tained with as little expense as possible 
consistent with a high degree of efficiency, 
the board determined that the necessary in- 
struction properly included in the grammar 
Schools could be given in seven years, with- 
out taxing the capacity of the children or 
the strength of the teachers. Hence, after 
the fullest consideration, the grades were 
reduced from eight to seven. This is one of 
the most economical and sensible pieces of 
work done by the board. It eliminates the 
unnecessary work which has heretofore been 
required in the grammar schools. By short- 
ening the course it encourages more chil- 
dren to stay in school until they have at 
least finished the grammar school course: it 
Saves one whole year in the edticationa] life 
of each child in the city; it also saves an 
entire teacher in each of the schools, and 
it also means the saving in every school of 
an entire grade room. Of course for this 
year, on account of the fact that the sev- 
enth grade children under the old system 
were not ready for the high school, it wag 
necessary to maintain for this year only an 
“A” and “B” section in the seventh grade, 
Which in some schools amounts this year 
to two separate grades. But principals and 
teachers have heartily entered into the pro- 
gram of eliminating the sectioning of the 
seventh grade, so that next year there will 
be the straight seven grades. 


Reducing Number in Grades. 


The adoption of the modern course of 
Study and the reduction of the grammar 
school course bv one year, in fairness to 
the children and to the teachers, required 
that there should be a reasonable limit plac- 
ed upon. the number we would undertake 
to instruct in one grade room. After fully 
considering the maximum of work each one 
teacher should be required to do, and con- 
sidering in connection therewith the right to 
individual, personal instruction that every 
child is entitled to, the board reached its 
conclusion that not more than forty-five 
children could be successfully taught by only 
one teacher, and hence adopted a rule to 
that effect, to which it will adhere. In this 
position the board is backed by the over- 
whelming, if not unanimous, opinion of every 
educator of repute in America. Before this 
year is out the parents of this city will have 
a full appreciation of the value of this reg- 
ulation. 

Necessarily the limited facilities in the 
way of school buildings required that many 
transfers should be made in order that this 
regulation be put into effect; though the 
board, with the assistance of the superin- 
tendent’s office, have used every care to see 
that no unnecessary inconvenience should 


has been apparent that. a reconstruction of 


while cultural is also eminently practical, ¢ 


be placed on any child. Personally I do 
not believe that: any child in this city is 
required to walk more than a mile and 4 
half at the very outside, and cases where as 
much as a mile is required are very rare. 
Even with the wisest possible system of 
transferring, all the children could not be 
accommodated in the biuldings at our dis- 
posal. Hence,, as a final resort, we were 
driven either to the double session or to the 
abandonment of the principle of a maximum in 
each grade. The effect of the latter action 
would ‘have been to modify the ixstruction 
of not only the overflow but of the entire 
grade as well. 

The public fully understands that there 
has not been a double session established 
where it was possible to avoid it. The 
public algo understands that the board will 
be exceedingly gratified when facilities are 
provided whereby double sessions can be 
abandoned. The principals and teachers of 
the system fully appreciate the dilemma of 
the board—and, be it said to their credit, 
have without murmur heroically entered 
upon the task of‘*doing double duty where 
the same is necessary. This manifestation 
of loyalty, sympathy and co-operation upon 
the part of Atlanta teachers is greatly ap- 
preciated by the board of education, and by 
the people as well, I am sure. 

The only immediate relief for double ses- 
sions can come in the way of the renting of 
temporary rooms, as has been suggested by 
The Constitution, and the only permanent 
relief ig to be had through the construction 
of more, schoolhouses for the grammar 
eradcs. 

Unit System for High Schools. 

Another important step in the program 
of reconstructing the system is that of plac- 
ing the high schools on the unit system, 
which means promotion by subjects rather 
than by grades, and which contemplates the 
unhampered, progress of boys and girls who 
are willing to work hard in order to .fully 
accomplish the high school course in the 
shortest possible time. day 

I notice very little has been said with 
regard to high school facilities. As a matter 
of fact, the congestion in both the boys’ and 
girls’ high schools. produces very unsatis- 
factory conditions in both these institutions 
Next year when both the “A” and “B” classes 
of the seventh grade grammar schools quali- 
fy for high school work, Unless some remedy 
is promptly provided, our high schools will 
be taxed far beyond their capacity. And 
unless some provision is made in advance to 
meet the emergency, which is sure to come, 
there will be necessity .for double sessions 
for some of the des in the high schools 
at the opening of the session in 1915. Either 
that must be done or else some of our boys 
and giris who are entitled to high school 
instruction must be denied the opportunity 
of attending these schools. 

The Big Question. 

Atlanta is simply face to face with the 
problem of whether she is going to have a 
feal system of schools, doing really high- 
class work, or whether she will surrendgr 
in this crisis, and be relegated to the rear in 
the matter of public education. I am satis- 
fied that the people are going to give the 
board of education the most cordial backing 
in their work of reforming the -public school 
system, and I am equally as well satisfied 
that the board of education is going to prove 
itself faithful to the trust and measure up 
to the serious responsibility that rests upon 
it in such manner as will develop a school 
system that will be a source of pride as 
well as of satisfaction to every citizen in 
this community.

Callaway Proposes Measure 
To Finance 1914-15 Cotton..Crop. 


Eugene C. Callaway, president of the 
Fulton County Home Builders’ association | 
and a prominent Atlanta business man, in a 
communication to The Constitution, points 
out that it is of the most vital importance 
that the buy-a-bale movement be backed by 
measures to completely finance the 15,000,000- 


bale crop of 1914-165. 

Mr. Callaway has for many years been in 
touch with financial conditions in the south 
and his observations on the present cotton 
situation will be of general dnterest. He 
outlines his plan as follows: 

The Callaway Pian. 

“Editor Constitution: The buy-a-bale 
movement has been a wonderful method to 
steady the cotton market that threatened 
at one time to go to pieces. 

“Nnd yet it is apparent that further’ 
measures should be taken to completely 
finance the 15,000,000-bale cotton crop of 
1914-15. Now that congress tras failed in 
this supreme duty, it is necessary to devel- 
op a south-wide movement sufficient to 

ance the crop for the next twelve months. 

“T submit a plan with that end in view. 

“A corporation should at once be formed 
with an authorized capital of $250,000,000 to 
withdraw 6,000,000 bales averaging 500 
pounds to a bale, at a basis of 10 cents a 
pound. The amount of capital actually is- 
sued against this authorization would be 
measured by the number of bales received 
daily in exchange for this stock. The shares 
of the corporation should be at a par value 
of $25 each, so that against each bale of 500 
pounds should be issued two shares of stock. 
This would necessitate a minimum Dale of 
500 pounds, any excess over this amount in 
each bale being paid to the owner of such 
bale at the time of exchange, to avoid com- 
plications of bookkeeping. 

“Against each 500-pound bale should be 
issued to the seller of such bale one share of 


“The least resistance upsets it and in‘ preferred stock, of the par value of $26, and 


one share of common stock, of the par value 
of $25—thereby paying the owner of the 
bale 10 cents per pound for his minimum of 
500 pounds, and against which is issued this 
common and preferred stock. 
- “Tpe genius of this plan is to invest this 
preferred stock with the value of an ex- 
change medium. It is not neecssary to re- 
mind students of political economy of the 
various commodities used in times past for 
the purpose of a circulating medium. To- 
baccb, wheat, corn and various other things 
in colonial times supplemented the scarcity 
of coin. If each share of preferred stock, 
with a par value of $25, issued against each 
bale of cotton received and properly bonded 
and stored, was eurrounded with proper 
safeguards, there would be no reason for its 
not answering every purpose of gold itself 
as a circulating medium of.exchange. 
First Step Necessary. ‘ 
“The first step necessary to invest this 
preferred stock\with the supreme confidence 
of the public would be an agreement recited 
on the face of such stock that every share 
of preferred stock in the corporation would 
be retired in full before a single share of 
the common stock would receive any re- 
turns. In other words, if 1,000,000 bales were 
received by such a corporation at 10 cents 
per pound, against which would be issued 
$50,000,000 of stock, one-half of this amount, 
or $25,000,000, would be in preferred stock, 
which would have to ve p d in full before 
the remaining $25,000,000 f common stock 
was liquidated. This would simply mean 
that the preferred stock was predicated on 
middling cotton at 5 cents per, pound and 
would be the real basis of endowing such 
preferred stock with the necessary intrinsic 
value to make it a circulating medium. 
There would hardly be anyone in the south, 
or elsewhere, to question the value of cotton 
at 5 cents per pound as adequate security 
for the final redemption of this ‘stock. It 
might be true that government issue of 
paper money, redeemabie in gold or accept- 
able in payment of import and excise duties, 
-woula have higher standing; and yet it is 
doubtful if such paper money would intrin- 
sically have any better security behing it

The owner of 
greenbacks would not expect interest on 
them, nor would the owne/ of this preferred 
stock expect interest or ‘dividends thereon. 
As previously stated, all the profits, or 
losses or expenses would be finally  pro- 
rated when the common stock was liquidated 
and the emergency corporation wound up its 
assets and went out of business. 


Answer Purpose of Money. 


“The preferred certificates would 
size of greenbacks ft facilitate handling. 
Merchants would take them in payment of 
debts owing them, and would, in turn, remit 
such preferred stock to others in payment 
of their own debts, etec., just as they would 
real paper money. In other words, it would 
be a circulating or exchange medium repre- 
senting actual value behind it, just the same 
as paper money. It would answer every 
need of money and, in fact, would be money. 

“If the whole 5,000,000 bales were sold 
to such an organization for its preferred and 
common stock, it would have this effect on 
the market: The remaining 10,000,000 bales 
would bring a good price—more than per- 
haps the entire 15,000,000 bales would have 
brought had there been no European war. 
In addition to this, one-half the $250,000,000 
capitalization of the 6,000,000 bales would 
be in preferred stock, circulating just as 
other money would. 

“In other words, there would be no rea- 
son for conditions in the south not being 
actually better, under this plan, than they 
would have been had there not been any 
European war and the 15,000,000 bales been 
dumped on the market in the course of oul 
nary business; because the knowledge that 
only 10,000,000 bales would be available for 
consumption during the cotton season of 
1914-15 would, of itself, make the 10,000,000 
bales bring an average total of what an 
ordinary 12,000,000 or 13,000,000-bale crop 
would bring; and, in addition thereto, there 
would be $125,000,000 of preferred stock cer. 
tificates—thereby actually increasing the 
amount of money in circulation for the next 
twelve months. 

“This buy-a-bale movement 
feeder for this great proposed holding cor- 
poration. Let everyone buy the number of 
bales for cash that he can afford. Then, tn 
turn, let him sell such purchase of cotton to 
the corporation and have issued against it 
50 per cent of preferred stock, in order to 
increase the circulating medium. Therefore 
each buyer of a bale, at a cost of $50, would, 
in turn, get back half his investment in this 
preferred certificate, which would have the 
effect of reducing his actual investment one- 
a ae af ory ee the same thing as 
ncreasing his purchasin 
pone stem D & power to buy more 

“Instead, therefore, of 1,000,000. 2,00 
3,000,000, 4,000,000 or 6,000.000 bales esa 
withdrawn and held by individual buyers in- 
vesting that much of their money without 
increasing our medium of exchange, it will 
enable these same buyers of cotton to reduce 
their investment 50 per cent and add it to 
the volume of currency in the south. 

“The purchase of stock would be entire! 
by cotton, and the seller of such cotton oul 
have his stock issued in denominations to 
suit himself in multiples of $25. If he sold 
four bales and wanted one certificate of 
preferred stock representing four shares 
that certificate would of course be $100, or 
forty bales would be ten times as much 
and could be issued in one certificate pre- 
ferred of $1,000, if the holder so wished. Le 
would not be wise to later break up such 
certificates in. smaller denominations, but 
they could be exchanged for smaller denom- 
inations of cash or certificates—just the 
same way that a $100 bill would not have to 
be recalled by the government and canceled 
and have new issues of smaller denomina- 
tions made against it. The holder of such 
bill would simply have it changed at any 
corner grocery. It would not be necessary 
to have smaller denominations than the $25 
certificate, as the ordinary channels of busi- 
ness would have enough United States curs« 
rency for such smaller denominations. The 
larger the face value of the certificites the 
better, as they could then be changed from 
hand to hand with larger dealers in the

Legal Enforcement of 
Acreage Reduction 
The Only Salvation 


Editor Constitution: In my last communi- : 


cation I appealed to The Constitution to get 
behind this queation of reducing the acreage 
in cotton, and I thank you in behalf of the 
whole country for your editorial Sunday en- 
titled, “Relief for Distrussed Cotton Futile 
Unless 1915 Crop Is Curtailed.” 


ert F. Maddox state clearly that acreage 
reduction %ne-half will bring prosperity. I 
am also glad to see so many counties in the 
state in mass meetings declaring for legis- 
lation to cut the acreage. 

You have made 
without a reduction the cotton growers will 
face disaster. It is no use to discuss that. 
It is no longer an open question. And it 
is admitted everywhere by every impartial 
person that acreage reduction is the keynete 
of the situation. I have shown in a former 
communication that we cannot depend on 
the farmers to reduce acreage by pledges 
or resolutions. A unanimous resoluting and 
Pledging increased the acreage in the nine- 
ties with cotton at five cents a pound. This 
way is not worth a shuck. It must be forced 
by, legislation, either state or federal. 

Some say it ig unconstitutional without 
ever seeing the bill that may be presented. 
It is not known yet whether the bill will be 
a law for the state legislatures or the nation- 
al congress. Now, whenever anybody else 
flies into the prints to say it is unconstitu- 
tiona] let him say wherein it is unconsti- 
tutional; let him point out what part of 
that instrument it violates. and perhaps he 
will be shown decisions of the supreme court 
of the United States to the contrary. Gov- 
ernor Joseph E. Brown was chief justice of 
the supreme court of Georgia, and while 
governor he recommended such a law, ap- 
proved it and enforced it. A committee of 
lawyers composed of United States senators 
and representatives have reported that the 
decisions of the supreme court of the United 
States furnish ample authority for such leg- 
islation. There is a marked difference in ad 
Valorem taxation and occupation taxation. 

The law will be for the public good, the 
general’ welfare, and for the protection of 
the people of the government. Good lawyers 
thought the liquor laws were unconstitu- 
tional, that they violated the liberty clause 
of the constitution, etc. Yet the supreme 
court of the United States did not agree 
with them. Good lawyers thought it was 
taking away property without due process of 
Jaw and denying one the equal protection of 
the laws not to allow him to shoot par- 
tridges on his own land that had fattened 
on his own grain, but they were mistaken. 

And just a few years ago the supreme 
court of the United States had before them a 
case from Texas in which good lawyers 
claimed that the state had no right to place 
an occupation tax on wholesale dealers in 
oil, without placing the same tax on all 
other wholesale dealers in other articles: 
that this was a violation of the federal con- 
stitution, offending the due process clause 
and the equal protection clause as well. 
But the supreme court did not so hold and 
the judgment was affirmed. -See U. S. Su- 
preme Court Reports, 54 Lawyers’ Edi- 
tion, 688. 

It does not and should not matter wheth- 
er this necessary legislation comes (fro:n 
congress or from the legislatures of the cot- 
ton-raising states. It should come and come 
quickly from one or the other. It would be 
more effective from congress and could be 
enacted quicker, probably. One thing is 
certain. Everybody ought to be patriotic 
enough to try to get it from the most avail- 
able source and not prevent it trying to 
shift responsibility for political purposes. 
In our distress and calamity let us get this 
legislation and ignore politics and politi- 
cians. 

Just as soon as this legislation is secured 
and it is known that the acreage of 1915 
will be cut 50 percent, you will see as great a 
demand for cotton as you have ever seen this 
season of the year and ten cents a pound wil! 
soon look cheap. Farmers of the south, watch 
your governors and congressmen and hold 
them responsible unless they aid this effort 
to save you and your families from five-cent 
cotton.

Editer Constitution: How will this do for 
a solutiom of the cotton problem? Let con- 
‘gress place an export duty of, say three 
cénts per pound on cotton, law to take ef- 
fect April 1, 1915, and to remain in force 
eighteen months? 

I venture to suggest that the result would 
be that foreign mills would purchase 7 
the American cotton before April, 1915, tha 
they would expect .to use for the next twelve 
or eighteen months, thus absorbing at a fair 
price the bulk of the present crop. That 
after the law went into effect it would op- 
erate as a protective duty and stimulus to 
American mills, and a source of revenue to 
the government to the extent of what little 
would be exported under the law thereafte~. 
and, finally, if it could be beat into the 
farmers’ heads that practically the only de- 
mand for the 1915 crop under this law wouid 
be the home markets they might decide io 
plant something else next year. 

The 1916 crop would be liberated, by ex- 
piration of the law, to foreign demand, 
October 1, *of that year.

It should 
be taken hold of by some strong chambers 
of commerce in the southern states, or by 
a group of bankers. it ts unnecessary to 
say that the great daily papers of Atlanta, 
or the Atlanta Chamber of Commerce, or 
the. Atlanta bankers heading such a move- 
ment would not only instantly attract the 
attention and confidence of the south, but 
of: the whole nation as well. And outside 
of these agencies there are other citizens 
of Atlanta whose names would instantly oc- 
cur to the public as being admirably quali- 
fied to fill these requirements. A combina- 
tion of these four forces issuing an immedi- 
ate call would find a hearty response from 
the entire south, and would quickly gather 
together representatives from various parts 
of this state, and of other cotton-growing 
states, from which body an executive board 
could be selected. 

It might be urged that the time is too 
short for the perfection of such an oragniza- 
tion, but with a little theught this idea 
would be found erroneous. First, a local 
body that would get together and head such 
a movement should apply for a charter, and 


pending the thirty days necessary to secure’ 


it. all details of the organization could be 
erfected. A large part of the machinery 
as already been put in motion, such as 
bonded warehouses, etc. Cotton buyers are 
already in every location, and the necessary 
clerical force could<«be quickly gathered to- 
gether. 

“Nor would it be necessary to hesitate 
organizing such a movement on the grounds 
that perhaps the entire 5,000,000 bales could 
not be withdrawn. It could; Dut even {ff it 
should not, the movement is wholesome, and 
to the extent of the number of bales that 
were received, the,circulating medium would 
be inereased that much. The withdrawal of 
the 5,000,000 bales would depend absolutely 
on the character of the men, or organization, 
that promoted the movement—depending al- 
together upon the supreme confidence that 
the public, would have in the various men 
in each state, who would get together and 
put over the organization. 

“Finally, the company would be liquidat- 
ed immediately that the need of the move- 
ment no longer existed. It would be a tem- 
porary expedient, and the trustees would 
dispose of the cotton just as soon as condi- 
tions warranted. If the crop should be cut 
down next year to one-third or one-half of 
this year’s crop, the disposal of this holding 
cotton, would be an exceedingly profitable 
venture, in addition to having performed its 
primary function of financing the _ cotton 
crop of 1914-15 under the prevailing unusyal 
conditions.

That a premanent organization will 
be perfected is now assured, a commit- 
tee with J. T. Ross, of Atlanta, as 
chairman, having been designated this 
afternoon to draw up a constitution 
and by-laws and submit a slate of of- 
ficers to be elected at tomorrow's 
meeting. 

To Find New Markets. 


Manufacturers in thirty-eight cities 
of Georgia have pledged their support 
to the organization, the aim of which 
will be to further the interests of the 
manufacturers by finding new markets 
at home and abroad for their products. 
Telegrams from manufacturers’ asso- 
ciations in other states, President Fair- 
fax Harrison, of the Southern railway; 
Governor Slaton and many others, ex- 
pressing best wishes. for the new or- 
ganization were received during the 
day and read before the convention. 

When the association convened this 
afternoon J. F. Culpepper, vice presi- 
dent of the Benson Clothing company, 
madé a brief address of welcome to 
the visitors in behalf of the business 
men of Macon. * 

J. T. Ross, publisher of “Cotton, 
the big trade journal, of Atlanta, re- 
sponded on behalf of the manufactur- 
ers.' He said that never before was 
there a time when there was a greater 
need for co-operation among the manu- 
facturers of Georgia than now, be- 
cause of the great possibilities ahead 
of them. He declared a new era has 
dawned in the manufacturing business, 
and that higher ideals rule manufac- 
turers today than five years ago. He 
declared that graft and extortion 
among the manufacturers is a thing 
of the past. 


Must Meet Conditions. 


“We can accomplish good things en 
masse that we cannot bring about as 
individuals, and the manufacturers 
ought to realize this,’ said Mr. Ross. 

“We are going to be confronted with 
serious conditions within the next 
twelve months, and we must be able 
to- cope with them through the means 
of a manufacturers’ association.” 

Secretary FE. H. Hyman, of the Ma- 
con Chamber of Commerce, made an 
address stating the reasons why a 
manufacturers’ association should “be 
formed arid telling why he called the 
convention.

Wants to Swap Apples — 
_. | For Cotton Receipts 


The apple orchardists of Virginia are 
facing a situation fully as critical ‘in 
_its way as that of cotton growers. 
They have an over-supply of apples this 
| Year but no market for them. The 
| export trade has been cut off to a large 
| extent, and the apples will not keep. 
| In this they are worse off than the 
| cotton farmers, for cotton will keep in- 
definitely. 


In this predicament, G. C. Starcher, 
assistant horticulturist of the state of 
Virgini;, has evolved a plan which he 
thinks will be mutually beneficial. He 
wants to trade apples for cotton re- 
ceipts. 

He offers to trade Virginia apples at 


$2.50 to-$3 per barrel, for cotton re- 
ceipts, and says he can supply as many 
as 50,000 bushels. 


Moore Plans Clearing House 
For Georgia Farm Products 


Macon, Ga., September 24.—(Special.) 
John T. Moore, former mayor of Macon, 
and one of the most successful farmers 
in this section of the state, who long 
ago adopted the plan of diversification 
of crops, has outlined a plan which he 
believes is the solution of the problem 
now confronting the southern farmers 
and there is a possibility that his plan 
may be adopted in Macon for the bene- 
fit of the Macon trade territory. 

A great central clearing house for 
farm products is the proposition favor- 
ed-by Mr. Moore. He proposes the 
clearing house shall consist of a grain 
elevator; flour mill, collecting depot for 
potatoes, peas, hay, oats and other 
products and a packing house and re- 
frigeration plant for the preserving or 
packing of .mtats. 

Mr. Moore declares that the stock 
man does not use Georgia-raised oats 
when he can help it for the reason that 
they are not cleaned and clipped and 


that the farmer does not raise meat for 
the reason that he can only kill it in cold 


weather. The undertaking he proposes. 
he says, is not near so stupendous-as 
it looks on the face of it. The financ- 
ing, he declares, can be accomplished 
by the trading by each farmer of one 
or more balés of cotton at 10 cents a 
pound for its equivalent in steck in 
the association. e figures that there 
should be 10,000 farmers in Georgia 
who could buy a share with cotton and 
this would give a capitalization of a 
half million dollars. Such action would 
have the further effect of removing 
10,000 bales of cotton from the market. 

“It is easy to see what an impetus 
such a clearing house as this would 
give to diversified farming,” says Mr. 
Moore, “and what a stimulating effect 
it would have on the small farmer to 
utilize his land for the growing of 
crops other than cotton and his farm 
for the raising of cattle.” 

Mr. Moore volunteers to give ten bales 
of cotton and he has been told by the 
local brick concerns that they will give 
a million and a half brick to start the 
project off. He says he has assurances 


the city of Macon will give a suitable 
site for the purpose. 


STOPS MACON GAS CO 
FROM INCREASING STOCK 


S. J. Dannenberg, Small Stock 
Owner, Secures Injunction 
in Superior Court. 


Macon, Ga., September 24.—(Special.) 
Judge H. A. Mathews in the Bibb su- 
perior court today granted a perma- 
nent injunction against the Macon Gas 
company to keep that company from 
increasing its capital stock above $500,- 
000. The company some time ago pe- 
titioned the railroad commission for 
authority to issue $200,000 additional 
common stock. 

S. J. Dannenberg, owner of a small 
block of stock, objected and filed suit 
in the superior court to prevent the 
incrgase, alleging that it was detri- 
mental’ to his interests as a_ stock- 
holder. 

The company contended in its ahswer 
that Mr. Dannenberg had purchased 
his stock holdings for the purpose of 
embarrassing the company and event- 
ually force it to pay him a@ large sum 
for his stock.

FARMERS NEAR ATHENS 
ARE HOLDING COTTON 


Athens, Ga., September 24.—(Spe- 
cial.)—-Farmers ofthis immediate sec- 
tion of the state are holding their cot- 
ton—most of it at home. A road tour- 
ist this morning passed twenty-one 
houses on the road into Oglethorpe 
county, and found at eighteen places 
cotton piled in bales’ on the premises, 
with seed-cotton also piled up at many.

Between four and five hundred bales 
of cotton have been hought by indi- 
viduals, firms and through the “buy-a- 
bale” association—all of this distress 
cotton.

WAR REVENUE MEASURE 
GOES THROUGH TODAY 


Underwood Says Country Is 
Suffering More Than Since 
War Between States. 


Washington, September 24.—Debate 
on the war revenue bill was in full 
swing when the house adjourned to- 
night, with passage assured tomorrow 
by an overwhelming majority. The 
measure was taken up under a special 
rule limiting debate to seven hours and 
barring amendment, over vigorous op- 
position from republicans and progres- 
sives, supported by thirty democrats. 

Democratic Leader Underwood and 
Representative Payne, of New York, 
ranking republican member of the ways 
and means committee, opgned the dis- 
cussion after the fight over the rule. 

Mr. Underwood said the country was 
facing a world-wide disturbance of 
business conditions and was “suffering 
in a business way more than we ever 
have suffered @ince the war between 
the states.” He said the pending bill 
was necessary to meet an exigency over 
which the government had no control, 
and th ordinarily the present tariff 
law would be adequate for expenses. 

“Of the $75,000,000 in government 
money deposited in the banks today 
$60,000,000 was put there by the pre- 
ceding republican administration,” Mr. 
Underwood said, “and the additional 
$15,000,000 had been deposited because 
of the closing of the stock exchange, 
the change of foreign nations to a 
paper basis, the dumping of foreign 
stocks and other reasons. 

“If we had not gone to the rescue,” 
he added, “the result would have 
shaken the financial world from center 
to circumference.” 

Mr. Underwood said the democrats 
had followed the Spanish war taxes of 
the republicans with a few exceptions, 
and reminded minority leaders that 
they approved the plan in 1898. 

Representative Payne declared the 
trade balance against the United States 
in the first thirteen months of the dem- 
ocratic tariff,law exceeded $200,000,000, 
and that responsibility for financial 
troubles now lay at e doof of the 
democratic tariff. He asserted that in 
1916 there would be no revenue from 
Sugar and asked where the democrats 
would get the $40,000,000 to counteract 
that loss. 

Mr. Payne reminded Mr. Underwood 
that he and other democrats opposed 
the republican Spanish war tax. 

During the fight over the special rule 
Representative Hobson, of Alabama, 
protested against the provision against 
amendments.

Washington, September 24.—The fu- 
neral of Josiah Carter, secretary to 
Senator Hoke Smith, who died in Wash- 
ington Wednesday, will be held at 
Powder Springs, Ga., this morning. The 
body, accompanied by A. H. Ulm, left 
Washington at 10:40 o’clock this morn- 
ing. 

The death of Mr. Carter has eaused 
great sorrow in Washington, where he 
was extremely popular. Among. the 
newspaper fraternity, with whom he 
was constantly thrown, he had many 
friends. 

The cause of his illness was never 
definitely determined.

laws are not applicable to “transfer” 
trains. These trains’ consist of cars 
being moved from one breaking up 
freight yard in a big commercial city, 
to another. 

The government contends that inas- 
much as these trains use in most cases 
the main tracks it is important to the 
public that they be equipped with safe- 
ty appliances so as to avoid wrecks. 
In Chicago the federal courts have held 
the laws applicable to such traffic, 
while in New York the courts have held 
that they were not, as was the case in 
St. Louis. A review of the St. Louls 
decision would establish a rule for all 
the cities interested in such traffic.

GORE PROPOSES PROBE 
OF STANDARD OIL TRUST ' 


Washington, September 24.—An ex- 
haustive investigation of the Standard 
Oil company was proposed as the first 
duty to be imposed upon the newly- 
created federal trade commission in a 
resolution introduced teday by Senator 
Gore, of Oklahoma. Action was de- 
layed until tomorrow. 

The resolution calls for a probe of 
the relations between the various 
branches of the company as dissolved 
by the supreme court and of the meth- 
ods employed by their respective re- 
fining and transportation agencies to- 
ward independent producers. Atten- 
tion also is called to alleged efforts to 
contrel the price of crude oil on the 
part of these companies, and the com- 
mission would be instructed to make a 
comparison of the capital and dividends 
of the company for three years prior to 
dissolution with those of the independ- 
ent concerns.

“Twenty-nine other nations in Latin- 
America, the Orient and Australasia 
have given notice of participation, and 
many are at work on their buildings. 

“Forty-six states have arranged for 
participation in the exposition. The 
other states are at work on plans for 
taking part. 

“One South American -government 
has increased its appropriation since 
the war began and all are alive to the 
opportunity of extending their com- 
merce with the United States through 
the exposition.

United States Orders the Sias- 
conset Station Closed for 
Disobeying Regulations.

Washington, September 24.—Secre- 
tary Daniels today ordered the Marco- 
ni wireless station at Siasconset, 
Mass., closed at noon tomorrow, in 
consequence of the failure of the com- 
pany to give assurance that it would 
comply with naval censorship regula- 


tions. 

Secretary Daniels’ order was ad- 
dressed to Ensign E. B. Nixon and a 
copy was also sent to the Marconi com- 
pany in New York. The order fol- 
lows: 

“You will at noon on Friday, Sep- 
tember 25, convey by word of mouth 
and in writing to persons in employ 
of the Marconi Wireless Telegraph 
Company of America, in charge of 
the Siasconset radio station, the infor- 
mation that until further orders no 
messages of any character will be 
permitted to be sent or received 
through the Siasconset radio statiun, 
in other words, that the Siasconset 
station is closed to the transmission 
of radiograms of whatever character. 

“You will further keep a close 
watch on the station and immediately 
report to the secretary of the navy 
any attempt on the part of any em- 
ployee of the Marconi company to send 
Or receive any message to or from 
ships at sea or to or from another 
radio station.”

TRADING IN BONDS: 
~ REPORTED ACTIVE 


Moderate Concessions From 
the Prices at the Close on 
July 30--Foreign Exchange 
Improving—Other News. 


New York, September 24.—Dealings 
in bonds under the more elastic regula- 
tions recently announced by the stock 
exchange were larger today than at any 
time since the closing of that institu- 
tion. Many sales of this class of secu- 
rities and short-term notes were ef- 
fected at “moderate concessions, which 
ranged from 1 to 2% per cent under 
July 80 quotations. A brisk demand 
for the new New York city 6 per cent 
notes was reported, the three-year issue 
selling at a premium of 2 per cent with 
fractional premiums for the shorter 
maturities. 

Exchange was again subject to fluc- 
tuation, opening slightly under yester- 
day’s high rates, but soon recovering. 
Activity was chiefly due to prospective 
heavy remittances to London by large 
domestic corporations to meet coming 
dividend disbursements. The man- 
agers of the $100,000,000 gold pool an- 
nounced the success of that project, 
local banks virtually having deposited 
their share—45 per cent of the whole. 

In connectionwith the proposed oper- 
ations of the pool, whose chief function 
will be the easing of the tension in the 
international money market, it is confi- 
dently predicted that the excess of im- 
ports will show a much smaller total at 
the end of the current month, and is 
likely to be completely reversed by the 
end of October. In that event ex- 


change reasonably may be expected to

Whereas, the general assembly at its ses- 

sion in 1914 proposed an amendment to the 
constitution of this state as set forth in an 
approved July 27, 1914, to wit: 
An act to propose to the qualified elec- 
tors of this state an amendment to para- 
graph two, of section one, of article eleven, 
of the constitution of this state as amend- 
ed by the ratification by the qualified 
voters or this state of the act approved July 
19, 1904, and further amended by the rati- 
fication, by the qualified voters of this 
state of an amendatory act approved July 
31, 19u6, und for other purposes: 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the general 
assembly of the state of Georgia that the 
following amendment is hereby proposed to 
paragraph 2%, of section 1, of articie 11, of 
the constitution of this state as amended 
by the ratification by the qualified voters 
Of this state of the act of July 19, 1904, and 
further amended by the ratification by the 
qualified voters of this state, of an amend- 
atory act approved July 31, 1906, to wit: 
by adding to said paragraph the follow- 
ing language: Provided, however, that in 
addition to the counties now provided for 
by the constitution of tne state of Georgia, 
there shall be a new county laid out from 
the counties of Appling, Pierce and Ware, 
that the name of said county shall be Ba- 
con, and the boundaries shali be as follows: 
Commencing at the southwest corner of the 
county of Appling, where it corners with 
Ware and Coffee counties, being at the 
southwest corner of land lot 471 of the 
fifth district of Appling county,.and running 
thence north along the dividing lines be- 
tween the counties of Appling and Coffee to 
the southwest corner of land lot 464 of the 
fifth district of Appling county; and run- 
ning thence west along the original land 
line to the southwest corner of land lot 510 
of the fifth district of Appling county 
where it corners with Coffee county; and 
running thence north along the dividing 
line between the counties of Appling and 
Coffee to the northwest corner of land lot

That ail the legal voters residing 
in the limits of said county of Bacon, en- 
titled to vote for members of the general 
assembly under the laws of Georgia, shali 
on the first Tuesday in January, 1915, at 
Alma, Ga., the county site of said county, 
elect an ordinary. a clerk of the superior 
court, a sheriff, a coroner, a tax collector, 
a tax receiver, a county surveyor, a county 
school superintendent and a county treas- 
urer. The limits of said county, the con- 
gressional and senatorial districts and the 
judicial circuit to which it is added shall 
be as above designated until changed by 
law. The superior court of said county 
shall be held on the third Mondays in 
March and October. 

Sec. 3. Be it further enactéd, That when 
this proposed amendment shall be agreed 
to by two-thirds of the members elected 
to each of the houses, and shall have been 
entered on the journal of each house with 
the ayes and nays taken thereon, the gov- 
ernor is hereby directed to cause the said 
proposed amendment to be advertised in at 
least two newspapers in each congressional 
district, at least two months before the 
next general election to be held on the first 
Wednesday in October, 1914; and he shall 
also provide for the submission of the pro- 
posed amendment at the said general elec- 
tion, and if said proposed amendment shall 
be ratified by a majority of the electors 
qualified to vote for members of the gen- 
eral assembly. such amendment shall be- 
come a part of the Constitution of Georgia. 

Sec. 4. Be it further enacted, That it 
shall be the duty of the governor to sub- 
mit said amendment to the legally qualified 
electors of said election in the following 
form: That those voting in tavor of said

Be it enacted by the genera! as- 
sembly of the state of Georgia, That para- 

aph 1, of section 13, of article 6, of the 

onstitution of the state of Georgia, as 
amended by the act of the general assem- 
bly, approved August 8, 1910, and duly rati- 
fied by the people according to law, be and 
the same is hereby amended by inserting 
the word “Bibb’”’ in the proviso contained in 
said amendment, between the words “the 
counties of’ and the word “Chatham” 80 
that said proviso so amended by this amend- 
ment shall read_as follows: 

Provided, however, That the counties of 
Bibb, Chatham, Fulton and Richmond shall 
pay from their respective county treasuries 
to the superior court judges of the circuit 
of which they are a part, and the county of 
Fulton’ to the judge of the Stone Mountain

or more of the newspapers in each congres- 
sional district for two months, immediately 
preceding the next general election, and the 
voters thereat shall have written or printed

ment to paragraph 1, section 13, article 6, 
of the Constitution” (providing for addition- 
al compensation of the superior court judge 
in Bibb superior court) or “Against ratifi- 
cation of amendment to paragraph 1, section 
13, article 6, of the Constitution” (against 
providing additional compensation for the 
superior court Judge in Bibb superior court) 
as they may choose, and if a majority of 
the electors qualified to vote for members 
of the next general assembly voting, shall 
vote in favor of ratification, then said 
amendment shall become a part of article 
6, section 13, paragraph 1, of the constitu- 
tion of this state, and the governor shall 
make proclamation thereof. 

Be it further enacted, That all laws and 
parts of laws in conflict with this act, be, 
and the same are repealed. 

Now, therefore, I, John M. Slaton, gover- 
nor of said state, do issue this my procla- 
mation, hereby declaring that the foregoing 
proposed amendment: to the Constitution is 
submitted for ratification or rejection to the 
voters of the state qualified to vote for 
members of the general assembly at the 
general election to be held on Tuesday, 
November 3, 1914.

Delegation Makes Vigorous 
Objection to Transfer Sys- 
tem, Now in Effect. 


Citizens of the fifth werd, headed by 
Alderman James W. Maddox and Coun- 
cilman John D. Sisson, appeared before 
the board of education at its meeting 
Thursday afternoon to protest against 
the new district lines which, they al- 
lege, causes children living near the 
English avenue school to pass the 
school building on their way to Ashby 
street. 

Several members of the delegation 
addressed the board. J. A. Bowden, 
president of the Fifth Ward Improve- 
ment club, who was quoted as having 
vigorously denounced the board and 
the system at the club’s meeting last 
Saturday night, was one of the speak- 
ers. During his remarks he was in- 
terrupted by Councilman Harvey 
Hatcher, who asked the ward president 
if he had been correctly quoted as hav- 
ing said that the “school board was 
rotten,” and further “some imposters 
should be kicked off the board.” 


Attacks the System. 

President Bowden told the board that 
he had no apology to make for what 
he said at the fifth ward meeting, but 
he explained that he did not mean to 
give the impression by his remarks that 
any individual member of the board 
was rotten. 

“What I meant,’ said President Bow- 
den, “was that the system adopted by 
the board was rotten.’’ 

“Well, then, Mr. Bowden, will you 
point to any member on this board who 
is an imposter and who should be 
kicked offt?’’ asked Commisioner 
Hatcher. 

“I did state that the people of the 
fifth ward were tired of mistreat- 
ment,” said President Bowden, “but 
don’t think I said that there were any 
imposters on the board.’’ 

Continuing, President Bowden § said 
the people of the fifth ward wer not 
pleased over the changing of the 
boundary lines. He said that children 
who previously attended the English 
Avenue school now pass that institution 
and trudge a mile and a half through 
negro sections to get to the Ashby 
Street school. 

Secretary Barton, of the Fifth Ward 
Improvement club, informed the board 
that there were twenty-nine children in 
the Ashby Street school who should be 
at the English Avenue school. He said 
these children could be easily seated in 
the English Avenue school. 


Defends the Board. 


Commissioner R. J. Guinn told the 
Speakers that the individual members 
of the board had no private interests 
to look after, but that the board, col- 
lectively, was engaged working out a 
system of education which will redound 
at the benefit of every person in the 
city. 

Commissioner Dan Green defended 

the board. He pointed out to the fifth 
warders that two of his own children 
go by the Fair Street school to get.-to 
the Bell school because there is no 
seventh grade in Fair Street. 
; . Johnson, councilman-nominee 
from the fifth ward, spoke in the inter- 
est of the school children. He said that 
he will devote much of his efforts in 
council to get a better school system. 

M. D. Barrett, a fifth ward resident, 
said that the ward has been treated un- 
fairly for years. 

Councilman Sisson said he would be 
willing to vote to stop feeding monkeys 
and animals at Grant Park for a cou- 
ple of years and give the money to the 
schools. He said he realized that the 
board was doing its best. He urged 
the board to do its best to remedy con- 
ditions in the ward. 

Seeretary Landrum, of the school 
board, against whom criticism was 
aimed, said that he had no apology to 
offer.

“I would urge our farmers to, as far 
as they can, hold their cotton, for the 
price will surely rise. The - present 
methods of disposing of the crop will 
make it impossible for big and gam- 
bling dealers to make a corner in the 
crop. I would advise our brethren to 
buy each a bale of cotton now and put 
it away.

EDITORIAL 
ON SCHOOLS. 


Commenting on the school situation, 
the current issue of The Journal of 
Labor carries the following editorial 
by the editor, Jerome Jones: 

“It has never been the policy of The 
Journal of Labor to throw stumbling 
blocks in the path of any movement 
looking to progress or betterment, and 
we believe the present dissatisfaction 
in regard to the Atlanta public schools 
is due, in a great measure, to 
many of the quite radical changes 
which have taken place. But a study 
of the situation has developed two very 
important and glaring defects—namely, 
the wholly unprepared condition of the 
school system for allowing only forty 
pupils to a teacher, and the wholly in- 
adequate supply of schoolhouses for the 
number of children to be accommodated. 

“What sense can there be in giving a 
a teacher only forty pupils to-care for, 
and making her work two sessions 4 
day? There are many and serious ob- 
jections to this plan but the principal 
one is the well-recognized fact that no 
human being may be successfully called 
on to do double duty successfully. The 
pupils will suffer, as will the teacher— 
the one from a jaded and worn-out 
teacher and the other from a jaded and 
worn-out body. 

“The school problem tn Atlanta is a 
vital problem—and has been the most 
neglected. We grant, with all grace, 
the fact that the school board has done 
its very best, and we grant that it has 
been sadly handicapped, but the ques- 
tion strikes too near the vitals of the 
future of our city for this paper not to 
voice its protest at what it considers 
glaring faults which have come to light 
since the beginning of this term. 

“The radical and almost complete 
changing of the text-books this year 
has made it impossible for hundreds of 
children to attend school at all, and it 
has made the attendance of hundreds of 
others a hardship on many Atlanta 
parents who are curtailing the actual 
necessities of life in order to ‘buy the 
necessary books. The best and surest 
solution to this problem is for free 
text-books, a solution which is furnished 
in many other cities, and at no addl- 
tional taxation or at a negligible tax. 

“We would prefer to commend rather 
than condemn, but the conditions sur- 
rounding the getting of an education 
under the circumstances as now exist- 
ing are making the acquiring of an edu- 
eation in Atlanta a luxury—they are 
making the city a party to a future 
uneducated or partly educated citizenry. 

‘Dismissing ‘this matter with the 
statement that the clamor will sub- 
side—the matter will adjust itself— 
that it is only the annual disturbance, 
is begging the question. It must be 
settled right and settled soon, or the 
clamor will become an unmistakable 
and righteous revolt at an uncalled- 
for condition which surrounds that 
which owght to be the least costly thing 
procurable—a child’s education.” 


URGE

The following resolutions have been 
unanimously adopted by the Atlanta 
Federation of Trades and copies or-

“Whereas, The putting into execu- 
tion of the new plan of not more than 
forty pupils to a teacher in the At- 
lanta public schools has demonstrated 
the terribly overcrowded condition of 
the schools, and 

“Whereas, The Atlanta Federation of 
Trades looks upon the school problem 
as the one of the highest importance 
in a proper civic development, and the 
fact that more general and wide-spread 
dissatisfaction has resulted this year 
than in any previous year, although 
this body recognizes the fact that some 
dissatisfaction is bound to result where 
so many hundreds of persons are in- 
volved, therefore it petitions the proper 
school authorities of Atlanta and the 
mayor and general council that a defi- 
nite plan be adopted looking to the set- 
tlement of the school problem as near 
as human endeavor can settle it, and 
suggests that the following school pro- 
gram be adopted:
